WW E are ſoꝛrp that his Wajeſties moſt Pꝛintelp care and 
pains taken in the Conkerence at Hampton Court, a- 
mongſt many other paints, touching this one of the Crols in 
Baptiſm, hath talen no better tffect with many, but that ſtill 
5 uſe ok it in Baptilm is lo greatly ſtuck at and impugned. 
Foꝛ the further declaration therefoze of the true ule of this Ce- 
remouy, and foꝛ the removing of all ſuch fcruple as might any 
ways trouble the Conltiences of them who are indeed rightly 
Religious, following the royal ſteps of our moſt woꝛthy King, 
becauſe he therein kolloweth the rules of the Scriptures, and 
the pꝛactice of the Pzimitive Church; we docommend to all the 
true members of the Church of England, thele our Directions 
and Obſervations enſuing. 
 _ Frrff, it is to be obſerved, That although the Jews and 
Ethnicks derided both the Apoſtles, andthe reſt of the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans,fo2 pꝛeaching and believing in him who was crucified upon 
the Crolg; pet all, both Apoſtles and Chziſtians, were ſo far 
from being diſcouraged from their p2ofeffion by the ignominn 
of the Crols.as theprather rejopted and triumphed in ir. Bea, 
the holp Ghoſt by the months of the Apoſtles did honour the 
Name of the Croſs (being hateful among the Jews) fo far,that 
under it he compꝛehended not only: Chaiſt crucified, but the 
fox, effects, and merits of his Death and Paſſion, with all the 
tomfozts, fruits and pzomiſes which we receive oz expert 


Secondlp,The honour anddignitpof the Name ofthe Croſs, 
begat a reverend eſtimation even in the Apoſtles times ( fo?

ought that is known to the contrary) ot the Sign ok the Croſs ; 
which the Chꝛiſtians ſhoꝛtly after uſed in all their an ions, there⸗ 
bp making an outward ſhew and pꝛokeſſion even to the aſtoniſh- 
ment of the Jews, That thep were not aſhamed to acknowledge 
him 1 ＋ Toꝛd and Saviour, who died fo2 them upon the 
Crolg. And this Sign they did not only uſe themlelves with a 
kind ol gloꝛy, when then met with ann Jews, but Signed there- 
with their Childꝛen when they were Chziſtned, to dedicate 
them by that badge to his Service, whole benefits beſtowed up⸗ 
on them in Baptilm, the name of the Croſs did repreſent. And 
this ule ol the Sign ok the Croſs in Baptiſm was held in the 
P2mitrive Church, as well by the Greeks as the Latins, with one 
conſent and great applauſe. At what time, if ann had oppoſcd 
themlelves againſt it, then wouldcertainlp have been tenlured 
as Enemies of the name of the Croſs, and conſequently of 
Chꝛilts merits, the Sign whereof they could no better endure. 


evident by many teſftmonies of the ancient Fathers. 

Thirdly, It muſt be confeſſed, that in pꝛotels of time the Sign 
of the Crols was greatiy abuled in the Church of Rome, elpe⸗ 
ciallp after that toꝛruption of Poperp had onte poſſeſſed it. But. 
the abuſe of a thing doth not take away the lawful ule of it. 
Nap, ſo far wag it from the purpoſe of the Church of England to 
fozfake and reject the Churches of Italy, France, Spain, Germany, 
o2 any ſuch like Churches, in all things which then held and 
pzartiled, that, as the Apology ofthe Church of England confel- 
icth, it doth with reverence retain thole Ceremonies which do 
neither endamage the Church of God, no2 offend the minds of 
ſober men: and only departed from them in thoſe particular 
points, wherein they were fallen both from themſelves in their 


ancient integrity, and from the Apoſtolical Churches which 


were their firffFounders.J/n which reſpect, amongſt ſome other 
very Ancient Ceremonies, the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm 
hath been retained in this Church, both bp the judgment _ 
pzactice of thoſe reverend Fathers and great Diwines in the 
days of King Edward the Sixth, of whom ſome conſtantlip ſut⸗ 
fered foꝛ the p2ofeſſion of the truth: and others being exiled in 
the time ol Queen Mary, did after their return in the beginning 
of the Reign ok our late dꝛead Sovereign, continuallp defend 
and uſe the lame. This reſolution and p2acice of our Church 
hath been allowed and: app2oved by the cenſure upon the Com- 


This continual and generaluſe of the Sign of the Crols, is

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munion Book in ing Edward the Sixth his days, and by the 
harmonp of conkeſſions of later pears : becauſe inded the uſe ol 
this Sign in Baptilm was ever accompanied here with ſuch 
ſufficient cautions and exceptions againſt all Popiſh Superſti⸗ 
tion and Errour, as in the like caſes are either fit o2 conve- 
nient. 

Firſt, The Church of England ſince the aboliſhing of Popery 
hath ever held and taught, and lo doth hold and teach till, that 
the Sign ol the Croſs uled in Baptiſm, is no part of the ſub- 
ſtance of that Dacrament : Fo? when the Mimiſter dipping the 
Inkant in Water, oꝛ laping Water upon the fate of it (as the 
manner allo is) hath pꝛonounced thele wozds, 1 baptize thee in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and ot the Holy Ghoſt, the 

nkant is fully and perfectly Baptized. So as the Sign of the 
Croſs being afterwards uſcd,doth neither add anp thing to the 
vertue and perkection of Baptilin, noꝛ being omitted doth de- 
trac anp thing from the effect and ſubſtance of it. 

Secondlp, It is apparent in the Communion Bok, that 
the Jnfant Baptized is bp vertue of Baptiſm, bekoze it be 
Signed with the Sign of the Croſs, received into the Congre- 
gation of Ch2iſts Flock as a perfect Member thereok, and not by 
any power aſcribed unto the Sign ok the Crols. So that fo2 
the verprememb2ance of the Crols, which is very p2ecious 
to all them that rightlp believe in Jeſu Chziſt, and in the other 
reſpects mentioned, the Church ok England hath retained ſtill 
the Sign of it in Baptilm: following therein the Pꝛimitive c 
Apoſtolical Churches, and accounting it a lawful outward Ce- 
remonp and honourable Badge, whereby the Inkant is dedica- 
ted to the ſervice of him that died upon the Croſs, as by the 
woꝛds uſed in the Book of Common Pꝛaper it map appear. 
Laſtly, The uſe of the Sign of the Crols in Baptilm, being 
thus purged from all Popiſh Superſtition and Errour, andre- 
duced in the Church ol England to the pzimarp Jnſtitution of it, 
upon thole true rule&of Doctrine concerning things 1ndiffe- 
rent, which are tonlonant to the Moꝛd ol God, and the judg- 
ments of all the ancient Fathers, we hold it the part of every 
pꝛivate man, both Miniſter and other, reverentlp to retain the 
trueule of it pꝛeſcribed bn publick Authozitp, conſidering that 
things or themſelves indifferent, do in ſome loꝛt alter their na⸗ 
tures, when they are either commanded oz foꝛbidden bp a law⸗ 
tul Magiſtrate, and max not be omitted at every mans plealure 
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contrary to the Law, when thep be commanded, noꝛ uſt d when 
they are pꝛohibited.

Miniſters, their Ordination, Function and Charge. 
XXXI. 
Four ſolemn times appointed for the making of Miniſters. 
Oꝛaſmuch as the ancient Fathers of the Church, led by 
example ot the Apoliles, appointed Pꝛapers and Faſts 
to be uſed at the ſolemn oꝛdering of Miniſterg; and to 
that purpoſe allotted tertain times, in which only ſacred Oꝛ⸗ 
ders might be gwen o2 conferred : We following their holy 
and religious example, do conſtitute and decre, That no 
Deacons oz Miniſters be made and oꝛdained, but only upon 
the Sundaps immediately following Jejunia quatuor temporum, 
commonlp called Ember-weeks, appointed in ancient time fo: 
Pꝛaper andFaſting(purpoleip foꝛ this caule at their firſt Inſti⸗ 
tution ) and ſo continued at this day in the Church of England: 
And that this be done in the Cathedꝛal oꝛ Pariſh Church where 
the Biſhop reſideth, and in the time of Divine Service, in the 
pꝛeſente not onlp of the Archdeacon, but of the Dean and two 
Pꝛebendaries at the leaſt, oꝛ (if they ſhall happen by anp lawful 
cauſe to be let oꝛ hindered) in the pꝛeſence of four other grave 
perſons, being Walters of Arts at the lealf, and allowed foz 
public Pꝛeachers. 


XXXII. 


None to be made Deacon and Miniſter both in one day. 

T HE Office of Deacon being a ſtep o2 degre to the Miniſte⸗ 
rp, according to the judgment of the ancient Fathers, and 

the pꝛactice of the Pꝛimitive Church; We do ozdain and ap⸗ 
point, That hereafter no Biſhop ſhall make anp perlon,of what 
qualities oꝛ gifts ſoever, a Deacon and a Miniſter both toge- 
ther upon one dap; but that the oꝛder in that behalk pꝛeleribed 
in the Bok ol making and conſecrating Biſhops, Pꝛieſts and 
Deacons, be ſtrictly obſerved. Not that always everp Deacon

The Titles of ſuch as are to be made Miniſters. 


T hath been long ſince pꝛovided by many decrees of the anti⸗ 
| ent Fathers, that none ſhould be admitted either Deacon oꝛ 
2ieſt, who had not firſt ſome certain place where he might 
ule his Function. Accozding to which examples we do ozdain, 
that hencefo:th no perſon ſhall be admitted into Sacred Oꝛders, 
except he ſhall at that time exhibit to the Biſhop of whom he de- 
ſireth Jmpoſition of hands, a pꝛeſentation ofhimlelf to ſomeEc⸗ 
tleſiaſtical pzeferment then void in that Diocels : oꝛ ſhall bzing 
to the laid Bilhoꝑ a true and undoubted Certificate, that either 
he is p2ovidedof ſome Church within the ſaid Diocels, where 
he map attend the Cure of Souls, oꝛ of ſome Miniſters place 
vacant, either in the Cathedꝛal Church of that Diotels, oꝛ in 
ſome other Collegiate Church therein allo ſcituate, where he 
map exetute his Miniſterp: o2 that he is a Fellow, oꝛ in right 
as aFellow, oꝛ to be a Conduct oꝛ Chaplain in ſome Colledge 
in Cambridge 92 Oxford: 02 except he be a Maſter of Arts of five 
pears ſtanding, that liveth of his own charge in either of the 
Univerſities : oꝛ except bp the Biſhop himlelk, that doth oꝛdain 
him Miniſter, he be ſho2tly after tobe admitted either to ſome 
Benefite oꝛ Curateſhip then void. And if yo ſhall ad- 
mit any perſon into the Miniſterp that hath none of theſe Titles 
as is afozelaid, then he ſhall kep and maintain him with all 
things neceſſary, till he do p2efer him to ſome Eccleſiaſtical Li⸗ 
ving. And if the laid Biſhop ſhall refuſe ſo to do, he ſhall be lul⸗ 
pended by the Archbiſhop,being aſſiſted with another Biſhop, 
from giving of O2ders by the ſpace of a pear.

N O Biſhop ſhall hencekoꝛth admit any *r into Sacred 

Oꝛders which is not of his own Diocels, extept he be ei⸗ 
ther of one of the Univerſities of this Nealm, oꝛ except he ſhall 
bing Letters Dimiſſoꝛn (fo termed) from the Bichop ol whole
